NOTE: Deficiencies in the data sources used to estimate gross operating 
surplus for recent quarters may at times lead Lo the current price estimates of 
gross slate product GSP(I) being under or over stated for particular States. 
Consequently, the measured growth rate for constant price GSP(1) for those 
States will also be affected. 


The constant price series for gross state product (GSP) have been labelled as 
‘experimental’. Users are cautioned that these estimates are derived indirectly 
by calculating a deflator from the expenditure components. It is emphasised 
that, at times, movements that can not be fully explained may be introduced 
into the constant price GSP(I) series through the use of this proxy deflator. 


Gross state product (GSP) grew by 0.5% in the December quarter compared 
with a 0.6% increase in the national average. This represented a significant 
improvement on the fall of 0.2% and the increase of 0.1% recorded in the June 
and September quarters, respectively, The annual growth rate of 0.9% was the 
lowest of all States. _ 


Wages, salaries and supplements increased 0.9% in December quarter 1996 
and 2.4% in the year ending December 1996. The annual change was the 
second lowest of all States. ~ 


WAGES, SALARIES AND SUPPLEMENTS. AND 
GROSS OPERATING SURPLUS 
CURRENT PRICES - TREND 
Quarterly Changes 
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After recording falls in each of the two previous quarters, gross operating 
surplus grew by 0.5%, The annual growth rate of -0.1% was the lowest of all 
States. 


Indirect taxes less subsidies fell by 1.0% in the December quarter, the third 
successive quarterly decline. 


The experimental estimate of GSP at constant prices grew by 0.6% in the 
December quarter and by 1.5% through the year to December quarter 1996. 
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State final demand (SFD) increased by 1.3% in the December quarter and has, 
for the past three quarters, grown at a faster rate than GSP. December quarter 
growth in SFD was the highest of all States and more than double the national 
average. The most significant factor was an 8.0% increase in private gross fixed 
capital expenditure, in particular expenditure on equipment. Expenditure on 
dwellings rose for the first time since September quarter 1994,

The April 1997 merchandise exports where the final stage of production was in 
South Australia were valued at $413.2 million, a decrease of 18.2% on the 
previous month and a 13.4% increase on April 1996, The decrease on the 
previous month was mainly the resuit of a fall of $56.5 million in cereal and 
cereal preparations exports but it was still the largest contributor of the 
selected commodity groups at $61.5 million. Road vehicles, parts and 
accessories also showed a $13.5 million decrease but the $45.1 million 
recorded for April 1997 was double the previous year. Exports of this 
commodity have shown strong growth in the first 4 months of the year when 
compared with 1996, $208.7 million to $68.7 million. 


The major destinations of South Australian exports in April 1997 were the 
United States of America with $59.2 million followed by Japan $50.5 million. 
The Asean group of countries recorded a $21.0 million increase to $60.8 


million. China also increased it's share of South Australian exports to $33.1 
million. 


MERCHANDISE EXPORTS AND IMPORTS 


The value of merchandise imports released from Customs control in South 
Australia for April 1997 were $298.6 million, a 16.0% increase on the previous 
month and a 8.5% increase on April 1996. The commodities which 
contributed to an increase in the value of imports were petroleum and 
petroleum products which increased from $50.4 million to $58.4 million, 
machinery from $50.8 million to $62.1 million and road vehicles, parts and 
accessories from $44.4 million to $55.1 million.

Retail Turmover 


The growth rate of the trend estimate for the South Australian retail series has 
been weak in recent months. This has resulted from department stores, 
recreational good retailing and bospitality and services being in decline. The 
April 1997 trend estimate recorded a 0.1% increase on March. The Australian 
growth rate of the trend estimate has eased in recent months and is now 
showing 0.2% increase on March 1997. 


Over the three months to April 1997 the trend estimate has grown by $3.3 
million. The major contributors to this growth were food retailing, clothing 
and soft good retailing, and household good retailing.

The influence ofa 1.8% seasonally adjusted increase in January has been 
tempered by falis in the seasonally adjusted series for February, March and 
April 1997, In original terms, South Australian retail turnover was $740.7 
million, an increase of 0.3% on April 1996. 
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The trend for total new motor vehicle registrations increased 2.1% in April 
1997 and has risen for the past 7 months. The Australian figure for the same 
month increased 1.0%, 


In original terms there were 3,716 new motor vehicles registered in April 1997, 
an increase of 2.5% on March and 13.4% increase on April 1996. For new 
passenger vehicles, the leading makes registered in April 1997 were Holden 
(627 vehicles), Mitsubishi (588), Ford (568 ), Toyota (362) and Hyundai 
(195). 
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The trend estimate at current prices for private new capital expenditure in 
South Australia for the March quarter 1997 decreased by 5.7% from the 
previous quarter and increased 22.9% on March 1996. The March 97 data 
reversed the upward trend evident since December 1995, The Australian 
figure fell by 0.2%.

Private new capital expenditure in original terms for the March quarter 1997 
was $496 million, a decrease of 24.8% from the December quarter 1996, 
Buildings and structures accounted for $125 million, and equipment, plant 
and machinery $371 million.

PRIVATE NEW CAPITAL EXPENDITURE 
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When March quarter 1997 is compared with March quarter 1996, the number 
of rooms available in hotels, motels and guesthouses in South Australia 
increased from 10,757 to 10,909. Room nights occupied rose by 2.4% 
resulting in an occupancy rate of 55.4%, the highest since the December 1986 
quarter. Takings from accommodation increased by 2.6% from $41.9 million to 
$43.0 million with the average takings per room night occupied rising from 
$78 10 $79. 
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Dweiling Approvals 


The trend estimate for total dwellings continued its upward movement rising 
this month by 4.5% to 560 dwelling units. In original terms, the number of 
dwelling unit approvals for April 1997 was 628, an increase of 15.7% from the 
previous month. This is the highest level since August 1995. 


The April 1997 national trend estimate for the total number of dwelling units 
approved was 11,692, up slightly from the March 1997 estimate and 12.7% 
more than the previous years estimate. In original terms, South Australia 
accounted for 5.3% of the total dwelling units approved in Australia during 
April 1997. 


OWELLING UNITS APPROVED 
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Dwelling Commencements —_In South Australia, the number of new dwelling units commenced fell during 
- the March quarter 1997 to 1,187, a decrease of 22.4% on the previous quarter. 
-. This compares with a fall of 7.3% nationally. - When campared with the March 
quarter 1996 there was a decrease of 8.3% for South Australia while the 
“4 national figure increased by 2.5%. Expressed as a proportion of the national 
total, the number of dwelling unit commencements in South Australa was 
4.0% compared with 4.8% last quarter. 


DWELLING UNITS COMMENCED 
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Value of Building For South Australia, the value of total building approved for April 1997 
Approvals increased 19.4% to $102.8 million. The value of residential and 


non-residential building both increased by more than 10.0% with new 
residential building increasing by 25.8% to $52.6 million, the highest since 
March 1995. Shops ($11.6 million), educational ($8.7 million) and other 
business premises ($5.7 million) accounted for more than 65% of the total 
non-residential building for April 1997.

The total value of building work commenced in South Australia during the 
December quarter 1996 increased by 14.4% to $273.5 million. This increase 
was mostly confined to the residential building sector which had increased by 
23.1% to $166.0 million from the previous quarters low of $134.9 million. 


The total value of building work done during the December quarter 1996 
increased by 21.7% to $344.6 million compared with an increase of 3.3% 
nationally. An increase in the value of building work done was recorded for 
both the residential and non-residential building sectors, 13.1% and 30.0% 
respectively. 


For the December quarter 1996, the total value of building work yet to be 
done in South Australia was $345.0 million a decrease of 14.0% from the 
previous quarter while the corresponding national figure increased by 1.3%. 
Expressed as 4 proportion of the national total, the toral value of building work 
yet to be done in South Australia was 3.6% for the December quarter 1996 
down from the previous quarter of 4.3%, 


VALUE OF BUJLDING ACTIVITY 
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In the December quarter 1996, the value of engineering and construction work 


’ done in South Australia increased by 23.1% to $186.1 million compared with a 


1.9% decrease nationally. South Australia had a 4.9% share of the national total] 
of $3,762,3 million, ‘The value of work commenced during the quarter fell by 
21.3% to $207.5 million for South Australia while the corresponding national 
figure fell by 17.2% to $3,694.5 million. The South Australian proportion of 
national commencements was 5.6% for the December quarter 1996. 
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Consumer Price Index 


The Consumer Price Index {all groups) in Adelaide showed no increase for the 
March quarter 1997. The annual movement in the index was 0.8%. The zero 
growth shown in the quarter comprised increases in health and personal care, 
recreation and education, and food groups being offset by decreases in the 
housing, and household equipment and operation groups. The comparative 
Australian data shows a 0.2% increase for the March quarter 1997 and an 
annual increase of 1.3%. 
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CONSUMER PRICE INDEX

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House Building Materials Adelaide recorded a rise of 0.3% for the month of April in the Price Index of 
Materials used in House Building. The rise was attributed to ari increase in the 
- prices of plastic pipes and fittings and plaster products. The weighted average

During the March quarter 1997 the Price Index of Established Houses in 
Adelaide increased 2.4% and the Project Home Index increased 0.4%. The 
weighted average of the eight capital cities index, over the same period showed 
a 0.9% increase for established houses and a 0.1% increase for project houses. 


Over the year to the March quarter 1997 the Established House Price Index for 
Adelaide rose 1.5% whilst the Project Home Price Index fell by 4.8%. 
Nationally, the indexes showed a 2.8% increase and a 0.3% decrease 
respectively. 


The passenger transport cost index measures changes in the costs of operating 
a public transport passenger bus service in Adelaide. Costs covered include 
labour costs, leasing charges, registration and insurance, repairs and 
maintenance, fuel and overheads, The index has been compiled on a quarterly 
basis from September 1995 with a base of 100.0 in 1993-94. The March quarter 
1997 index was 108.0, up 0.2% from 107.8 in December 1996. The index 
showed a 2.3% increase in the 12 months to March 1997.

At 31 December 1996 the estimated resident population of South Australia was 
1,476,773. This was an increase (1,356) persons from the September quarter. 
The continuing low growth for South Australia is attributable to a net outflow 
in interstate migration of 1,427 persons which was partly offset by a net inflow 
of overseas migration of 1,003 persons, In the December quarter there was a 
natural increase of 1,780 persons. 


After increasing in the six months to April 1997, the trend estimate of 
employed persons in South Australia has settled at 662,200 in May 1997. This 
represents a 0.4% increase over the level of twelve months ago. The main 
contributing factor has been a 2.8% increase in part-time employment, up from 
an estimated 186,400 in May 1996 to 191,600 in May 1997. 


Both male and female employment have increased in the twelve months to May 
1997 by 0.2% and 0.6% respectively. 
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Unemployment The trend unemployment rate for South Australia increased to 9.7% in May 


1997. This was higher than the level (9.4%) in May 1996. In the year to May 
1997, male unemployment rates have increased from 10.1% to 10.6%; in 
contrast, the corresponding rate for females in South Australia has remained 
- unchanged at 8.4%. 


For Australia, the corresponding rate was 8.8%, higher than the 8.5% recorded 
in May 1996. 


UNEMPLOYMENT RATES 
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Overtime In original terms, the proportion of employees who worked overtime in South 
Australia in February 1997 was 15.7%. This was higher than the February 1996 
estimate of 13.8%. 


At February 1997, the proportion of employees in Australia who worked 
overtime was 15.4%, down from the 15.9% recorded in February 1996. 


f In February 1997, employees who worked overtime in South Australia 
recorded an average of 6.6 overtime hours per week. This was slightly lower 
fl than the corresponding national level of 7.1 hours. 
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industrial Disputes No working days were lost through industrial disputes in South Australia 
during March 1997. Tasmania, the ACT and the Northern Territory also 
experienced zero or negligible levels of disputation. For Australia, 47,100 
working days were lost in March 1997, down from the 87,400 days lost in 


March 1996. 
INDUSTRIAL DISPUTES

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Short term Overseas Visitor South Australia received 8,728 short term overseas visitor arrivals during March 

Arrivais 1997. Although this is slightly down (0.3%) on arrivals for February 1997, it 
represents a 9.5% rise from March 1996. Australia recorded a similar growth 
(6.9%) from March 1996. The South Australian share of the short term 
overseas visitor market in Australia rose to 2.2% in March 1997. 


Short term Resident In March 1997, there were 10,884 short term resident departures overseas 

Departures from South Australia. This represent 29.1% more departures than for February 
1997, but 3.2% fewer than for March 1996. Australia recorded a 31.7% fall in 
the number of resident departures in March 1997 when compared with March 
1996,

Financial Markets 


The trend estimate of average weekly ordinary time earnings of full-time adult 
empioyces in South Australia increased by 1.0% during the three months to 
February 1997. Male full-time ordinary time earnings increased by 1.1% in 
February 1997 whilst over the same period female full-time adults ordinary 
time earnings increased by 1.4%. 


In the 12 months to February 1997 the trend estimate of average weckly 
ordinary time earnings of full-time adults increased by 3.5%. This compares 
with a 4.0% increase for full-time adult total earnings. 


Note: Since it is an average of earnings across all employees, changes in 
average weekly earnings may occur through changes in employment as weil as 
changes in pay Icvels. 


In the 12 months to April 1997, the weekly award rates of pay index for 
full-time employees in South Australia increased by 1.6%. This was the highest 
increase for any State or Territory in Australia. 


For full-time adult male employees in South Australia, the largest annual 
movement of the index occurred in the community services industry division, 
with an increase of 1.9%. For full-time adult female employees, the largest 
annual movement of the index occurred in manufacturing with an increase of 


3.9%. - 


Housing Finance 


The trend estimate for the value of commitments in April 1997 continued to be 
static at $252.8 million in contrast to the national trend which was up 1.5% on 
March, the twelfth consecutive monthly increase. Seasonally adjusted, the 
value of commitments in South Australia was $254.7 million, up 2.9% on 
March. 


SECURED HOUSING FINANCE COMMITMENTS 
TO INDIVIDUALS (ALL LENDERS) 
{Excluding Alterations and Additions) 
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Total housing finance commitments (original figures including alterations and 
additions) increased 8.3% to $286.7 million, 7.0% above April 1996. Nationally 
the increases were 12.0% for the month and 32.5% for the year.

Commercial Finance 
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Commitments for the purchase of established dwellings were up 5.3% to 
$167.0 million, 9.8% above the previous April. Construction of dwellings 
increased 9.2% to $30.9 million, 4.7% of the national total and 17.9% above 
April 1996. Commitments for newly erected dwellings were up 12.3% to 

$8.5 million. Refinancing rose 12.8% to $64.9 million, 8.1% above April last 
year and alterations and additions increased 20.0% to $15.5 million after a low 
March. 


Total commitments increased 3.7% to $251.0 million in April compared with 
the national total increase of 10.4% during the month, 25.3% above April 1996. 


The increase in the total was mainly due to the rise in revolvi ng credit facilities, 
with secured credit facilities increasing 4.3% to $87.9 million and unsecured 
revolving credit facilities increasing 9.2% to $42.0 million. (Note: There are 
difficulties at present in obtaining reliable State secured commitments under 
revolving credit facitities). 


Fixed loan commitments increased 1.6% to $121.1 million, marginally above 
April 1996. The largest increases were finance for new and used motor vehicles 
and station wagons, with new up 14.3% to $15.4 million, 40.8% higher than 
the previous April and 6.7% of the national total. Used motor vehicles and 
stalion wagons were up 7.6% to $36.7 million, 1.7% above April 1996, 8.2% of 
the national total. The largest fall was for debt consolidation down 10.9% ta 
$11.5 million following a high March. .

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Total commercial finance commitments decreased 7.4% to $487.6 million, 
19.4% below April 1996. South Australia's proportion of the national total 
dropped to 4.5%. All the past five months have been significantly below the 
corresponding months of the previous year. 


Revolving credit facilities decreased 20.5% to $188.4 million, 43.6% below 
April 1996. The main decrease was for agriculture, forestry, fishing and 
hunting, down 80.0% to $23.0 million following the highest month in eight 
years.

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COMMERCIAL FINANCE COMMITMENTS 
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The value of goods under new finance lease commitments recovered following 
three low months, with April up 55.5% to $21.7 million, 31.2% above April 
1996. This brought South Australia's new commitments up to 3.1% of the 
national total. Nationally the increase for the month was 20.5%, up 21.6% on 
the previous April. 


Increases of over $1.5 million were recorded for electronic data processing 
equipment, agricultural machinery and equipment, and manufacturing 
equipment. New motor cars and station wagons not subject to depreciation 
(the largest category), increased 14.7% to $4.5 million, 7.9% above April 1996. 
The main decrease in April was for new heavy trucks following the substantial 
increase in the previous month. 


Composite Leading 
indicator 


The Composite Leading Indicator (CLD is a single time series produced by 
aggregating eight individual economic indicators, and has been developed by 
the ABS as an experimental series to supplement existing forms of economic 
analysis and modelling. 


The CLI summarises the early signals contained in a selection of economic 
indicators and is designed to aasist the detection of turning points between 
successive expansions and slow downs of economic activity as measured by 
constant price GDP{A). It does not attempt to forecast the level of economic 
activity. 


In the March quarter 1997 : 


® the experimental] CLI rose 0.11%, following rises of 0.23% and 0.22% in the 
September and December quarters respectively; 


= the last turning point in the deviation from its long-term trend for average 
Gross Domestic Product GDP (A) was a peak in the March quarter 1996. 
The largest positive contribution came from the production expectations, 
while the largest negative contribution was from the (lagged) inverted real 
interest rate, 


The quarterly data are released in more detail in the Australian Economic 
Indicators (1350.0). The CLI was the topic of the Focus article in the 
September 1993 edition of South Australian Economic indicators (1307.4). A 
review of the performance of the CLI and its components will be published in a 
forthcoming issue of 1350.0. 
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Australian Business Surveys of business expectations have been available to decision makers fora 

Expectations number of years from several sources. These surveys provided qualitative 
indicators in the form of the net proportion of businesses expecting a rise or 
fall in future business conditions. Since the December quarter 1993, the ABS 
has heen compiling a quantitative indicator of business expectations in the 
form of an expected weighted aggregate change ina range of economic 
variables. These data are available on a quarterly basis in Australian Business 
Expectations (3250.0).

Short term 


Businesses in South Australia expect an increase of 2.8% in sales of goods and 
services in the June quarter 1997 compared with the March quarter while the 
national expectation was a 1.6% increase. The largest expected increases in 
sales were in electricity, gas and water (10.3%) and manufacturing 6.1%). 


Medium term 


Businesses in South Australia expect sales of goods and services in the March 
quarter 1998 to be 4.0% above March quarter 1997. Australia-wide the 
expectation was for 2.9% growth. The South Australian expectation of 4.0% 
was the second largest of all States and Territories. 


Expected New Capital ‘State estimates of actual new capital expenditure by private businesses in 
Expenditure Australia are compiled each quarter. Details appear on pages 6, 20 and 34 of 
this publication. 


Each December businesses in the survey are asked for details of their longer 
term expectations for capital expenditure by State enabling estimates to be 
made for periods 6 months and 18 months ahead of the reference period. The 
collection of expectations in the December quarter survey also allows the 
derivation of a composite estimate (6 months actual plus 6 months 
expectations) for that financial year.

Once actual expenditure for a financial year is known, it is useful to investigate 
the relationship between previous expectations and the expenditure that was 
actually incurred. The resultant realisation ratios (subsequent actual 
expenditure divided by expected expenditure) then indicates how much 
expenditure was actually incurred against the amount expected to be incurred 
al various times of reporting. 


aL 


Realisation ratios provide an important tool in understanding and interpreting 
statistics for future periods. The application of realisation ratios enables the 
adjusunent of expectation data for known under (or over) realisation patterns 
in the past and hence provides a valid basis for comparison with other 
expectation data and actual expenditure estimates. 


The following table shows the average realisation ratios over the past 4 years 
for the composite estimate (6 months actual and 6 months expected) and the 
12 month expectation from the December quarter surveys.

Introduction 
South Australia continues to be the dominant State in the Australian wine 
industry. For the 1996 vintage, the State produced 37% (406,832 tonnes) of 
the record Australian grape harvest and 48% (288,932 thousand litres) of the 
record volume of Australian beverage wine. Wine production in South 
Australia is 60% greater than in NSW and 170% greater than in Victoria.

For the 1996 harvest, South Australia was the major State for new plantings, 
accounting for 52% of the 15,762 hectares of not yet bearing vines. South 
Australia also had the largest total area of vines in Australia with 35,339 
hectares. All other States also increased their total area of vines during 1995, 
resulting in a record of 80,598 hectares of grapevines in Australia. 


The record Australian grape harvest of 1,086,499 tonnes resulted from 
significant increases in production in New South Wales and Victoria 
(increases of 62% and 54% respectively) following the drought that severely 
affected production from the 1995 harvest. Although South Australia 
relinquished its position as the largest total grape producing State to 
Victoria, it did produce 51% of all grapes for winemaking, almost double the 
Winegrape production of Victoria. 


South Australia produced 66% of the Australian total of 254,173 tonnes of 
red winegrapes with the largest contributors being the South Eastern, 
Central and North Murray Districts. 


Red grape varieties accounted for 63% of vines planted or grafted in South 
Australia during 1995, with all regions planting more red grapevines than 
white varieties.

In the South East, local governmen areas with large increases in the area 
under vine were: Naracoorte District Council (291 hectares), Penola (185 
hectares) and Tatiara (171 hectares), while Lacepede devoted another 147 
hectares to vines, more than seven times its existing bearing area. Loxton 
(252 hectares), Waikerie (196 hectares) and Renmark (186 hectares) were 
large contributors to the extra area under vine in the Riverland, while 
Strathalbyn (245 hectares) and Willunga (205 hectares) also added large 
areas to the South Australian total. 


For the first time in the Viticulture collection information was collected on 
two premium red and two premium white grape varieties accordi ng to 
whether they were grown on rootstock or their own roots. This data 
indicates that for South Australian plantings, Chardonnay grafted on 
rootstock produced a yield per hectare of 15,8 tonnes compared with 13.2 
tonnes when planted on own roots. 


Chardonnay growers were also asked to nominate up to two major reasons 
why their yiclds were less than expected. Of the 845 South Australian 
growers of Chardonnay, 254 reported under-performance and 61% of these 
growers nominated weather conditions as the major factor.

The 432,153 tonnes of grapes crushed in South Australian (by wineries 
crushing more than 50 tonnes) for the 1996 vintage was nearly half of the 
Australian total. The State total comprised 263,731 tonnes of white grapes 
and 168,422 tonnes of red grapes representing 43% and 63% of the 
respective Australian totals.

All major wine producing areas in South Australia reported increases in the 
quantity of grapes crushed with the State total up 10% overall on the 
previous record 1994 crush. 


All South Australian wine producing areas also reported increases in the 
production of beverage wine for 1996. The top two Australian wine areas in 
terms of volume of wine produced were the Barossa District and the 
Riverland in South Australia. 


In 1996, South Australia increased beverage wine production by 24% to 
288.9 million litres representing 48% of the Australian total of 606.1 million 
litres. South Australia contributed 56% (16.1 million litres) of the total 
Australian fortified production of 28.9 million litres, and 47% (272.8 million 
litres) of Australia's total unfortified wine (577.3 million litres). 


South Australia continued to be the main producer of brandy and grape 
spirit for Australia, producing 93% of the 1.1 million litres of Australian 
brandy and 68% of the 7.8 million litres of Australian grape spirit produced 
in 1996. 


Data relating to domestic sales of Australian produced wine are collected at 
the Australian level only. In 1996, 323.3 million jitres of Australian 
produced wine were sold by winemakers, an increase of 5.0% on the 
previous year. Sales of Australian wine are dominated by table wine with 
259.4 million litres being sold, followed by sparkling wine with 31.6 million 
litres. 


South Australia exported a record 109.9 million litres of wine in 1996, an 
increase of 26% on the previous record (87.4 million litres) in 1993. The 
1996 South Australian wine exports contributed $370 million towards the 
record Australian total of $550 million, and represented 74% of the total 
Australian volume (147.8 million litres). 


The United Kingdom, New Zealand and the United States of America 
continue to be the main export markets for South Australian wine and for 
total Australian wine.

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As the following table indicates, South Australia’s contribution to each main 
market in terms of volume of wine exports does not always equate to the 
same share of the value of these export markets. (e.g7 South Australia 
contributes 83% of all Australian wine exported to New Zealand but this 
only represents 69% in terms of the value of these exports to Australia.)

Export approval data from the Australian Wine Export Council indicates 
that the increase in Australian wine €xport approvals for 1996 came 
predominately from an increase in bottled wine sales. 


Bottled red and white wines accounted for 80% of the 32.4 million litres 
increase on 1995 export approvals, and 74% (109.8 million litres) of all 1996 
Australian wine export approvals (148.2 million litres). 


Bottled red wine export approvals increased from 34% of the total export 
approvals in 1995 to 37% in 1996, equalling the bottled white wine export 
approvals which decreased from 38% in 1995.

Further Inquiries 
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Preliminary results from a survey by the Winemakers’ Federation of Australia 
indicate that approximately 797,000 tonnes were crushed in Australia for 
the 1997 vintage, 10% lower than the 1996 vintage. 


The decrease in grapes available for crushing was influenced by seasonai 
factors including frost in some areas during flowering and excessive heat 
during February. A crush of this magnitude would still be the second 
highest on record and should be the foundation for another good year for 
the South Australian and Australian wine industry.
